It was therefore the 
desire of thoughtful citizens, not all 
of them re-idents of the First Pi-trict, 
that a man should he obtained for Mr. 
Noel's plate oil the committee who 
would have a similar attitude toward 
public service, and Mr. Cooke was 
reque-teil to run on that basis. He 
did not seek the opportunity to run. 
He was persuaded to do so and ha.- 
taken his stand flatly on the propo- 
sition that he had no intention of seek- 
ing anything for himself, from Nor- 
ristown or anywhere else, but that he 
would endeavor to represent, insofar 
as a member of the committee can do, 
the best interests of the people of the 
borough. ( 

Mr. Cooke is a member of the Board 
of Health, which is an unsalaried rou- 
tine job requiring attendance at 
monthly meeting's, and a responsibility 
for the health conditions of the bor- 
ough that is constantly being carried 
on in a way which seldom comes to 
the attention of any of the citizens, 
but which is vitally important to the 
community. He is a long-time resi- 
dent of Narberth; a veteran of the 
World War; a past commander of the 
Harold D. Speakman Post, American 
Legion ; and for many years has been 
actively identified with organized 
work for boys. His entire career is 
an open book to the people of Nar- 
berth. 

Mr. White first appeared on the 
Narberth scene about 15 years ago 
and acquired business real estate.
